Provincial Personalities 


MYER HOLDER 


If there is one name that is 
imlissolubly linked with Jewish 
education in Leeds it is that of 
Myer Holder. A former minister 
of the Psalms of David Congre- 
gation, Mr. Holder resigned his 
post and went into business, but 
from then on devoted all his 
spare time and energy to the 
rehgious education of the Jewish 
chiidren of Leeds. 

He has just been unanimously 
re-elected Chairman of the Educa- 
tion Committee of the Talmud 
lorah and is a Vice-President of 
the Leeds Jewish Education Board 
Equally is he the force that 
imposed upon Leeds — albeit 
against the will of many of its 
leading personaliues—the Jewish 
Nursery School idea and us off- 
spring, the Selig Brodetsky Jewish 
Primary School. 

A son of a Chassidic family, 
Myer Holder was born in 1920 in 
Bockov, Czechoslovakia. He was 
a pupil at the yeshiva in Siget, 
Rumania, and later underwent an 


intensive course in Talmad and 
allied studies at the Pressburg 


Yeshiva under the famous Press- 
burger Rav, the late Rabbi Akivah 
Schreiber. He became a distin- 
guished Talmudic scholar and had 
he then obtained a ministerial 
position he would undoubtedly 
have been granted full Semicha.

In an attempt to apply pressure 
in support of its Stand on this 
issue, the Federation is to be asked 
to prepare to withdraw from the 
Board for Shechita and set up its 
own rival organisation. True, the 
agenda for the meeting, apparentiy 
to allay anxieties, states that these 
resolutions will not be put into 
eflect if the continuing negotiations 
with the Board for Shechita are 
successful. However, it will hardly 
assist conciliatory discussion § to 
know that the dagger has already 
been drawn and is poised to strike. 

Not, indeed, that the threat need 
be taken too seriously. The 
Federation has not proved tisell 
capable of organising a satistactory 
meeting, much less a complicated 
operation like meat supply. But i 
the secession threat ts proceeded 
with, it may well lead to a chain 
reaction of schisms in other com- 
munal organisations that may 
disastrously split an already 
troubled community. 

The leadership of the Federation 
has not hitherto shown itself 
specially sensible of the wider 
interests of the community, or 
responsive to public opinion. How- 
ever, it may perhaps be hoped that 
in this emergency there may yet 
be found on the Council of ‘the 
Federation some sensible and res- 
ponsible individuals who by effec- 
tively opposing these j/l-advised 
resolutions will deserve well of the 
whole community. 


SUEZ IN 
RETROSPECT 


ONE of the most immediate and 
most lasting eflects of the Suez 
crisis has been its impact on British 
public opinion. Ht brought about 
an unprecedented degree of aware- 
ness that events in the Middle East 
directly affect Britain, and it 
polarised British public opinion 
into two Opposing camps; a divi- 
sion which still persists. 

The publication of Sir Anthony 
Eden's memoirs has _ inevitably 
refocused attention on the Suez 
affair and aftermath Su 
Anthony's account and reassess- 
ment of events in which he was 
one of the protagonists traces and 
discusses the fundamentals of 
British Middle Eastern policy. 
None of these fundamentals have 
changed during the three years 
which have elapsed since then and

U.S.A. WEAKNESS 

THe news that the U.S.A. 
Government has acquiesced in the 
exclusion of Jews from its Embassy 
in Pakistan, among other countries, 
in order to avoid giving offence to 
the countries concerned, will affront 
enlightened opinion the whole 
world over. No self-respecting State 
should allow foreign countries to 
dictate to jt what the religious or 
other views of tts representatives 
should be. since this principle once 
accepted is capable of indefinite 
extension. Jews have done no 
harm to Pakistan, and there are 
other Moslem countries—includ- 
ing Turkey, Tunisia, Morocco, and 
lran-—-where Jews play an active 
part in public life, even attaining 
Ministertal status, without offend- 
ing religious susceptibilities. It is 
dificult to believe that the 
Pakistanis would have pressed their 
demands if the U.S.A. Govern- 
ment, on which Pakistan is so 
dependent, had shown firmness. 
A weak and complacent. attitude, 
however, encourages intransigence. 
Not that the U.S.A. alone is guilty 
of these practices: other countries 
on both sides of the Iron Curtain 
have regularly practised them. But 
it is particularly regrettable when 
practised by that Government 
precisely because America has 
long been known as the land 
of the free, where Jews, like 
other oppressed or deprived groups 
from Europe, could rise to what- 
ever position their talents merited, 
and because the U.S.A. is widely 
regarded as leader of the free 
world. 


FOSTER-PARENTS

The Ketubah 
was intraduced by Simeon ben 
Shatach in the first century p.cu 
aS a protection to the wife in the 
event of her becoming widowed o1 
divorced. Maimonides (* Yad” 
Ismus 16) refers to its establish- 
ment “by the Great Sanhedrin in 
order that a Jewish wife should 
not be light in her husband's 
eyes.” The Ketubah testifies that 
on a certain date the bridegroom 
said to the bride: “Be thou my 
wife according to the law of Moses 
and of Israel... . 1 will work for 
thee, I will honour thee, I will 
support thee even as it beseemeth 
a Jewish husband to do.” The 
document further states: “The 
bride plighted her troth unto him 
and consented to become his wife.” 

The reading of the Ketubah is 
followed by the solemnisation of 
the nuptials proper, which consists 
of seven benedictions. They are 
found in the Talmud (Kesuha/is 8a). 
where they are called the FAS 3 
Os, and a minyan is required 
for their recital. 

Following the blessing on the 
wine in accordance with usual 
ceremonial custom, wine being the 
symbol of joy, we have the bene- 
diction of God “who has created 
all things to His glory.” and fol- 
lowing this eulogy of the Creator 
of all we have the praise of Him 
“who formed man.” The fourth 
benediction refers to the perpetual 
renewal of the human being in 
divine form. These last three 
blessings are based on the first 
chapters of Genesis. In the fifth

write of what they themselves have 
known. they will have no suc 
cessors. Others, in the future, may 
write about German Jewry. but it will 
be from what they have learned from 
books and records of the past. not 
from personal experience. So it is 
well that these things should be set 
down in print while there is yet time 

Some of the essays deal with great 
figures of the past, the philosopher, 
Herman Cohen, the composer. 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy. and the 
historian, Jacob Burckhardt. in his 
reflections on Judaism and the Jews.

HEBREW CALENDAR 


By ALEXANDER TOBIAS 


Zemanim: Time Tables the World 
Over for the Observance of Daily 
Jewish Duties By EnGar FRANK. 
New York: Feldheim. 


In 1956 Frank published his “ Tal- 
mudic and Rabbinic Chronology of 
the System of Counting Years in 
Jewish Literature.” This was an 
extremely difficult undertaking and 
-the auther coped with many compli- 
cated problems with fine success. The 
study of Jewish chronology is not 
necessarily associated with the 
Halachic aspect of the Hebrew 
calend and the comp! cated ob- 
lems of “ Twilight” in Din Yet, 
Mr. Frank has mastered both sc enees. 


For All Latitudes 


The book “ Zemanim ” 
for the use of the layman und the 
author has succeeded in keepimg the 
work as simple as possible, as indeed 
i ought to be in a set of tables for 
ready use... Although the information 
at the end of the book, summing 
up mathematical, geographical, and 
haluchic matters is very brief and 
uncomplicated, the schola: behind the

work Is very evident, 

Ihe tables give data for all lati- 
tudes between 66 North and 38 
South. This covers all regions in

IVF thousand years ago in Ceylon musicians played the “ Rayan- 


stron.” a string instrument propped between the knees.
